PACIFIC COAST 


With its steering gear disabled, 
boats smashed and a raging storm 
blowing. the steam lumber schooner « 
Claremont of S San Francisco, is drift- 
ing helplessly in a leaking condition 


off the Columbia River lightship, ac- 
cording to word received late yester- 
day, 

Fear for the safety of the twen-: 
ty-five memibers of the crew was ex-! 
pressed in shipping circles. here, in! 
asmuch as it was felt that a severe, 
sale which at one time vesterday 
blew at eighty miles an hour off the 
Northern Coast, put the vessel in 
extra peril. 

The Claremont, owned by the Hart- 
Wood Lumber Commany, left Willapa 
Harbor in the idguake River region 
last Mondag. s_ bound for San 
Periro with a cargo of lumber, much 
of which, it is feared, may be wash- 
ed overboard by the angry seas. 

Immediately after being disabled 
the Claremont sent out distress calls. 
Vessels started in her d rection to 
render posible assistance. The mem- 
bers of the crew were reported al 
rady to take to the lifeboats in esse 
the vessel did not weather the storm. 
and started to sink. 

The Claremont is of 1,291 gross 
tons and is in command of Captain J.

Three hundred fifty ears of sugar 
beets have been shipped from the 


{Holland dstrict on the line of the 


San Francisco and Sacramento Rail- 
road this year, and indications are! 
j that there will be another 150 cars 
wil be sent out before the end ot; 
the season it was reported yesterday, 
All of the beets are shipped to the 
Alameda Sugar Co., at Alvarado, All 
beets are being shipped from Lisbon 
station, the central shipping point in 
the district. 

Encouraged by the success of beet 
growers in the district last season, 
more than three times the acreage 
was set out for, this year’s crop, 
and repeated success has encourag- 
ed others. As a reswit next year’s 
production is expected. to be stag- 
gering.
